DECATUR, IIL, Oct. 10.—For the first 
time since the mysterious death of her 
mother Miss Marguerite Magill toid a

“I know positively that my father 
and .my stepmother. are innocent,”’. she 
declared. “My mother took her own 
life by her own hand and they had 
nothing to do with it.” 

This statement is the first and only 
word from Miss Magill to the public 
since her mother’s death.

Mrs, Whitlow Still Calm. 

Mrs. Whitlow appears, as yesterday, 
quiet and self-possessed, but her face 
shows traces of suffering, It is evident 
that hér story yesterday, made a good 
impression upon the jurors. They be- 
lieve if Whitlow’s story of nightly‘ 
meetings with May Sapp is true, she 
never knew about them. 

The testimony of the physicians, it is 
believed, makes it almost impossible 
for the jury to render a verdict of sui- 


cide uniess evidence is found. 
Following the testimony of physicians 


that, in their opinion, the tragic death 
of May Sapp could not have been 
suicide, Mrs. Sapp, the mother of 
the. dead girl, went before the 
Coroner’s jury yesterday evening ‘and 
swore that the razor found tn the yard 
some distance from the girl's body was 
not the property of her daughter. 

Mrs. Sapp testified that Miss May 
rad a “corn razor,” but she said this 
razor was found in May’s room after 
the tragedy. Sanret F. Whitlow, a 
married grain dealer, had testified that 
Miss Sapp slashed her own throat after 
vainly pleading with him to take her 
away from Moran. 

The inquest was* debuni here this 
afternoon, no morning session being 
held bécause the witnesses could not 
reach here from Moran soon enough. 
Whitlow and Kis wife will be placed on 
the stand again.

Waile rich English relatives awaited 
positive proof that Frank Meakin, step- 
son of a millionaire china manufactur- 
er, was dead, his body was turned over 
by the police, as provided by law, to the 


Anatomical Board, which assigined it to. 


the Marion Sims-BeatimontCollege, the 
medical department of St. Louis Uni- 
versity. It was taken under police or- 
ders from the college Wednesday night, 
three months after the death, and was 
buried by relatives here, the English 
kin being finally satisfied as to the 
identification. 

Meakin, relative of rich EnglHsh china 
manufacturers, fell from a window June 
22 of a house at 2833 Easton avenue. 
where he boarded, and was taken to the 
City Hospital with concussion of the 
brain. He recovered consciousness sub- 
sequently, but never divulged his per- 
sonality. At the hospital he was regis- 
tered under the name by which he was 
known at the Easton avenue address— 
Fred Meken. 


Receives Money From Estate. 


When the patient died, July 4, persons 
who knew him asked that the body be 
held nine days before being surren- 
dered to the Anatomical Board, which 
distributes unclaimed. pauper dead 
among the medical colleges. The hos- 
pital authorities agreed to this. 

From letters found in the man’s room 
his real name was learned, and it was 
also found that he had received from 
$50 to $100 a month from his stepfather’s 
estate. The manufacturer has been dead 
several years. : 

I'rom these letters it was also learned 
that William L. Meakin. formerly an 
employe of the Missouri Glass Co., was 
a stepbrother of the dead man, and he 
was notified of the facts. Letters are 
in the hands of the police showing that 
he wrote to a woman named ‘‘Connie,’”’ 
apparently a sister, asking for money to 
provide proper interment. 

Answers to these letters are signed 
with the name cf R. L. Robinson, who, 
the police surmise, is the sister’s hus- 
band. The letters are from Stoke-on- 
the-Trent, in England, and are written 
on the; letterhead of the Johnson Bros. 
& Harley Works, Ltd.

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With only a stool for a weapon, Austin 
Carter battled with two negro robbers 
who entered the store of his brother, 
J. J. Carter, at 3477 Montana street, 
with drawn revolvers. His arm was 
hroken by a bullet put his resistance 
caused the negroes to run away wit!hout 
booty. 

Carter, who is the proprietor of a 
saloon in the Missouri Trust Building, 
Was spending Weunesday evening with 
his: brother. At 9:30 o'clock the brothers 
and Mrs. J. J. Carter were sitting in 
the store. Austin sat on a stool with 
his back toward the door. Mrs. Carter 
was facing him and her husband was 
opposite them. 

The front door opened and two negroes 
quickly stepped inside. They were in a 
crouching attitude. Each held a re- 
volver extended. 

Mrs. Carter screamed and ran out of 
the rear door. As Austin sprang to his 
feet and turned toward the door he 
instinctively grasped the stool he had 
been sitting on and hurled it with al! 
his might at the negroes. They dodged 
and the one in front, a huge fellow not- 
less than six feet high and heavy in 
proportion, fired. The bdbuilet struck the 
floor and glanced to the ceiling. 


Negroes Ran After Shooting. 

Austin was climbing over the counter 
when the negro fired again. The bullet 
struck him in the right elbow. The 
negroes then turned and ran out of the 
store and went west on Montana street 
to Grand avenue and turned south. 

Mrs. Carter had run up stairs and 
had thrown a front window open and 
was calling for help, but nobody came 
in time to intercept the negroes. 

Austin was assisted upstairs and a 
doctor was called. Later he was sent 
to St. Anthony’s Hospital. 

Mrs. Carter recognized the large negro 
as one who entered the store a few 
days ago and asked her for money 
“for a good cause."” She refused and 
as the negro went out he said: ‘You 
may give mé some a few days iater.” 
She will be able to identify the negro 
if he is caught. 

William D. Wilkins of 2712 North

able to identify him
